Your  Worship  and  Members  of  the  Council 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1971. 


Vital  Statistics 

Population  -  The  increase  in  the  estimated  mid-year 
population  is  more  evident  this  year  than  it  has  ever 
been  in  recent  times.  During  the  past  12  months  the 
figure  has  risen  by  1,160  —  almost  four  times  the 
increase  in  any  one  year  in  the  last  decade.  This  brings 
the  total  number  of  residents  in  the  Borough  to  7,310. 

Birth  Rate  -  Despite  the  very  considerable  rise  in 
population  there  were  20  fewer  births  credited  to  the 
Borough  in  1971  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
The  live  birth  rate  shows  a  sharp  fall  from  22-2  per 
1,000  population  in  1970  to  16*3  this  year.  This  is 
the  lowest  birth  rate  recorded  in  the  last  decade. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  as  in  the  last  year  there 
was  only  one  still-birth  recorded  for  St.  Ives,  giving  a 
still-birth  rate  of  7  per  1,000  total  live  and  still-births 
compared  with  12  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales  as 
a  whole. 

Death  Rate  -  There  were  50  residents  of  the 
Borough  who  died  during  the  year  —  7  less  than  in  the 
previous  year  —  giving  a  local  adjusted  death  rate  of 
7-1  per  1,000  population  compared  with  the  national 
death  rate  of  11-6.  This  is  the  lowest  death  rate 
recorded  for  the  town  in  recent  years. 
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Infant  Mortality  -  A  very  pleasing  feature  to  report 
is  the  complete  absence  of  infant  mortality  during  1971. 

Infectious  Disease  -  A  considerable  drop  in  the 
incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  is  noted  this 
year,  there  being  only  14  cases  in  all. 

8  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  included  in  this  figure, 
4  of  these  occurring  in  immigrant  families. 


Social  Conditions 

Hospital  Facilities  -  We  were  gratified  to  learn  in 
a  letter  from  the  Chairman  of  the  East  Anglian  Regional 
Hospital  Board  in  December  that  planning  of  the  new 
Huntingdon  Hospital  is  in  an  advanced  stage  and  that 
the  Hospital  Board  has  submitted  an  outline  planning 
proposal  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
giving  a  provisional  assessment  of  the  complete 
Huntingdon  Hospital.  It  is  envisaged  that  the  new 
hospital  will  house  a  total  bed  compliment  of  around 
500  beds  allocated  roughly  as  follows

It  appears  that  the  proposal  for  phase  one  of  the 
new  hospital  will  Include  a  geriatric  ward  unit  of  at 
least  100  beds,  plus  a  geriatric  day  hospital. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  hope  that  a  start  will 
be  made  on  the  construction  of  phase  one  during  1973 
and,  subject  to  finance,  it  appears  that  there  Is  no  reason 
why  construction  of  the  complete  hospital  should  not 
be  carried  out  between  1975  and  1980. 

It  Is  hoped  that  the  appropriate  Government 
Department  will  make  the  necessary  finance  available.

Housing  -  The  houses  and  flats  at  Thorndown  Close 
(Hill  Rise)  were  well  on  the  way  to  completion  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  it  Is  anticipated  they  would  be 
complete  by  the  end  of  March  1972. 

The  bungalow  for  older  citizens  were  commenced 
and  will  also  be  completed  early  in  1972. 

Plans  for  old  persons  flatlets  were  completed,  and 
It  is  hoped  that  construction  will  commence  in  the 
summer  of  1972. 

During  the  year,  twenty-two  houses  were  Included 
in  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
Mr.  Reason  and  all  other  Members  of  the  Department's 
staff  for  their  continuing  support,  and  for  all  the  work 
they  have  done  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

In  spite  of  the  additional  houses  being  built  in  the 
Borough,  and  the  subsequent  need  for  additional  water, 
the  Cambridge  Water  Company  has  been  able  to 
maintain  an  adequate  and  satisfactory  supply. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  lay  a  new  main  from  the  Tower 
to  supply  the  northern  end  of  the  development. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  three  disc  filter  machine  was  installed  and.  In  spite 
of  "  teething  troubles  ",  it  did  help  to  solve  the  sludge 
problem  which  had  become  very  acute.  Modifications 
and  improvements  are  made  periodically  to  keep  abreast 
of  modern  needs. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  scheme  for  surface  water  disposal  was  still  in 
preparation  by  the  Great  Ouse  River  Authority,  but  it 
is  expected  that  it  will  be  submitted  to  the  Department 
of  the  Environment  for  observation  and  Grant  application 
In  1972. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  collection  generally  was  carried  out  satisfactorily, 
but  we  were  still  handicapped  on  Bank  Holidays  and 
holidays.  We  had  no  control  over  the  opening  of  the 
tip  and  had  little  standby  facilities  either  in  vehicles  or 
manpower.  Drastic  amendments  will  have  to  be  carried 
out  to  maintain  the  collection,  in  view  of  development. 

Plastic  bin  liners  have  been  introduced  on  some  Council 
Estates,  which  has  eased  the  situation  a  little. 
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SWIMMING  POOLS 


The  swimming  pool  continues  to  be  used  a  great  deal, 
even  by  people  from  towns  many  miles  away.  It  is  a 
great  pity  that  the  pool  was  not  made  bigger  when 
constructed,  as  it  is  certain  the  patronage  would  have 
been  forthcoming.  This,  of  course,  is  hind-sight. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  regularly  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  analysis,  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  water  in  the  school  learner  pools  is  also  examined 
frequently. 


SHOP  ACTS 

No  infringements  have  been  found  during  the  year.

No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  smoke  nuisances.

In  general,  it  was  found  that  the  roundsmen  of  the 
different  firms  were  depended  on  for  correct  stock 
rotation  and  that  the  service  was  satisfactory. 
Only  in  one  case  was  it  found  that  a  firm  was 
delivering  goods  after  the  shelf  life  had  expired 
according  to  the  Manufacturers  code  on  the 
packaging.  The  Manufacturer  concerned  was  con¬ 
tacted  and  the  matter  was  corrected  immediately. 

(d)  ICE  CREAM  : 

There  are  seventeen  shops  registered  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream,  and  there  are  no 
manufacturers. 

(e)  PROSECUTIONS  : 

There  were  no  prosecutions  during  the  year. 


ABATTOIR 

Unfortunately,  due  to  withdrawal  of  business  at  the 
Abattoir,  the  kill,  again,  considerably  decreased.  Business 
will  have  to  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  near  future  to 
ensure  the  continuance  of  this  premises.  It  appears  that 
it  could  be  wise  to  lease  the  premises  to  large  meat 
concerns. 
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
